Californa  did  not  have  the  secret  ballot  at  that 
time  so  Republicans  put  their  ballot  in  the 
Republican  box.  Other  parties  voted  in  adjoin- 
ing boxes.  There  were  very  few  scratched 
tickets.  Lincoln  won  as  heading  the  National 
ticket  and  Alexander  Campbell  as  heading  the 
San  Francisco  local  ticket.

Indiana  Ballot  Of  Lincoln  Election 
In  1860  Uncovered  In  Deep  South 


By  CARROLL  LEWIS  WILSON

Winter  Park,  Fla.,  Feb.  '5 — One  hundred  and 
forty  years  after  Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  near 
Hodgensville,  Ky.,  a  genuine  Republican  Lincoln 
ballot  of  the  national  election  of  1860  has  been 
uncovered  here  in  the  deep  South.  It  belongs  to 
Mrs.  Esther  Burton  Conn,  formerly  of  Crothers- 
ville,  Ind.,  who  now  lives  in  Winter  Park, 

The  ballot  was  the  original  property  of  her 
great-grandfather,  John  Brown  Lewis,  also  a 
native  Kentuckian.  Like  Lincoln,  he  moved  with 
his  family  across  the  Ohio  River  to  Illinois  where 
he  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  in  1860,  the  fate- 
ful year  "Honest  Abe"  was  elected  16th  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  the  year  of  secession 
and  the  formation  of  the  Confederate  States  of 
America,  the  eve  of  four  years  of  Civil  \Var. 

THE  REDISCOVERED  BALLOT  is  an  In- 
diana state  ballot  of  the  Republican  ticket.  A 
woodcut  of  Lincoln  with  the  inscription  "Honest 
Abe"  heads  it  with  an  eagle  astride  two  crossed 
American  flags.  There  were-33  stars  in  the  flag  of 
1860  but  the  wood-engraver  stamped  his  stars  at 
random  and  probably  guessed  at  the  number. 
In  old-fashioned  hand-set  type  is  Republican 
Ticket.  For  President,  Abraham  Lincoln,  of  Illi- 
nois. For  Vice-President,  Hannibal  Hamlin,  of 
Maine.  In  smaller  type  is  the  Presidential  Elec- 
toral Ticket,  the  names  and  counties  of  two  elec- 
tors of  the  state  at  large  and  11  district  electors. 

When  he  was  15  years  old,  Frank  Burton,  de- 
ceased brother  of  the  present  owner,  Mrs.  Conn, 
found  the  ballot  in  his  grandmother's  attic  trunk, 
a  fact  duly  recorded  on  the  back  of  the  ballot  by 
the  grandmother  in  1921,  The  Burtons  then 
lived  In  Bloomingdale,  Ind.  They  later  moved  to 
Crothersville,  where  Mrs.  Conn's  mother  still 
resides. 

ESTHER  BURTON  was. a  16-year-old  pupil  in 
Crothersville  High  School  when  assigned  to  write 
an  essay  on  Abraham  Lincoln.  Brother  Frank 
gave  her  his  Lincoln  ballot  on  which  she  based 
her  essay.  She  put  the  ballot  among  her  sou- 
venirs which  she  brought  to  Florida  years  later 
when  she  married  John  A." Conn  Jr.  of  Clermont 
and  Winter  Park. 

Mrs.  Conn  never  showed  the  ballot  to  anyone 
until  recently  when  she  found  it  among  her  child- 
hood treasures  and  casually  showed  it  to  her 
husband.  Photographs  and  description  were  sent 
to  the  Library  of  Congress  in  Washington  and 
to  Dr.  Douglas  Southall  Freeman,  editor  of  the 
Richmond  (Va.)  News-Leader,  author  and  au- 
thority on  Civil  War  history.  These  authorities 
said  it  is  an  authentic  ballot  of  the  1860  election, 

CAREFULLY  PRESERVED,  the  ballot's  print 
is  clear  and  the  paper  is  not  yellowed  with  age.  It 
still  retains  a  salmon  shade,  was  probably  pink. 
At  that  time  political  parlies  printed  their  own 
ballots,  each  party  using  a  ballot  of  different  color 
because  many  voters  then  could  not  read,  but 
could  easily  distinguish  colors.  When  voting,  the 
"ticket,"  or  ballot,  was  handed  to  or  selected  from 
Its  pile  by  the  voter  who  then  marched  to  the 
polls  and  dropped  his  colored  ballot  in  the  proper 
box  in  plain  view  of  everybody. .  This  method  also 
insured    when    a    vote    was    "bought"    that    "the

Slavery  was  the  dominant  issue  in,  the  1860 
election.  During  the  historic  Lincoln-Stephen 
Douglas  debates,  Lincoln  stated  the  issue  in  these 
memorable  words:  "  'A  house  divided  against  it- 
self cannot  stand.'  I  believe  this  government  can- 
not endure  permanently  half  slave  and  half  free. 
I  do  not  expect  the  Union  to  be  dissolved — I  do 
not  expect  the  house  to  fall — but  I  do  expect  that 
it.  will  cease  to  be  divided.  It  will  become  all  one 
thing  or  all  the  other." 

Thus  spoke  the  man  whose  leadership  helped 
make  it  possible  for  a  girl  from  Indiana  to  marry 
a  boy  from  Florida  and  bring  her  "damnyankee" 
ballot  to  the  deepest  portion  of  the  deep  South, 
a  ballot  to  which  her  Southern  in-laws  today 
point  with  unconcealed  pride.

Through  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  William  B.  Munro, 
Vice-Chairman  of  its  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Hunt- 
ington Library  is  exhibiting  during  September  a 
portion  of  his  collection  of  rare  American  Presiden- 
tial ballots  or  tickets  used  in  elections  before  the 
days  of  television,  radio,  and  even  today's  familiar 
form  of  official  ballot  on  which  the  voter  marks 
his  "X". 

Until  long  after  the  Civil  War  official  ballots  were 
not  printed  in  the  United  States.  Those  now  ex- 
hibited were  issued  by  the  various  political  parties 
and  each  bears  the  names  of  one  party's  slate  of 
candidates.  Often  they  contain  only  the  presidential 
and  vice-presidential  candidates'  names  with  those 
of  the  electors  pledged  to  them;  in  certain  of  the 
later  ballots  shown,  however,  the  names  of  the 
governor,  lieutenant-governor,  and  other  state  officers 
appear.  Prepared  by  the  party,  the  ballot  was  mailed 


to  the  voter  or  thrust  into  his  hands  by  the  party 
agents  when  he  approached  the  polling  booth.  This 
practice  made  it  easy  to  "stuff  the  ballot  box"  since 
a  dishonest  person  could  deposit  more  than  one 
ballot  in  the  box.  No  strict  count  was  kept  of  the 
used  and  unused  ballots.  There  was  no  "X"  mark; 
the  "ticket"  was  merely  dropped  into  the  box,  or, 
in  some  cases,  was  first  signed  on  the  back  by  the 
voter.  Note  for  example  the  ballot  of  I860  bearing 
the  name  of  Breckenridge  for  President,  on  which 
is  printed  "Write  your  name  on  the  back  of  this 
ticket."  If  the  voter  wished  to  vote  the  "straight 
ticket,"  he  used  the  ballot  as  it  was;  if  any  of  the 
candidates  did  not  please  him,  he  might  "scratch 
the  ticket"  by  crossing  out  names  and  substituting 
others. 

It  was  not  until  the  late  1880's  that  the  so-called 
Australian  ballot  came  into  somewhat  general  use. 
At  first  it  was  termed  by  the  politicians,  somewhat 
derisively,  the  "Kangaroo  ballot."  It  was  the  first 
American  ballot  requiring  the  voter  to  mark  a  cross, 
but  its  most  distinguishing  feature  is  that  it  was 
official,  printed  by  the  election  authorities  and  not 
by  the  political  parties.  Since  the  advent  of  the 
Australian  ballot,  these  tickets  ceased  to  be  available 
to  collectors  because  all  ballots  are  strictly  guarded 
until  the  election  results  are  officially  declared  after 
both  used  and  unused  ballots  have  been  fully  ac- 
counted for.  Then,  when  the  recount  period  has 
expired,  they  are  destroyed. 

The  portion  of  Dr.  Munro's  collection  now  being 
shown  at  the  Library  includes  American  presidential 
ballots  dating  from  1840  to  1888.  At  least  one  ballot 
from  every  presidential  election  between  those  dates 
is  exhibited.  The  earliest  is  one  which  was  used  to 
cast  a  vote  for  Martin  Van  Buren  in  1840.  A  few  of 
the  elections  are  represented  by  ballots  for  both  the 
winning  and  losing  candidates.  A  rare  example  of 
the  ballot  naming  Jefferson  Davis  as  the  unopposed 
candidate  for  the  presidency  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  America  is  also  included. 

The  ballots  shown  in  the  exhibition  are  listed 
below  in  chronological  order.  For  each  election,  the 
winning  party,  the  popular  vote,  and  the  winning 
President  and  Vice-President  are  listed,  followed  by 
the  defeated  party  or  parties  with  their  votes  and 
candidates. 

1840 

Whig  Party — 1,275,017

Van  Buren  and  Johnson  headed  a  winning  ticket 
in  1836  but  were  defeated  by  "Tippecanoe  and 
Tyler  too"  in  1840.  Note  the  name  of  the  elector  for 
the  15th  District  on  this  ticket  has  been  "scratched" 
and  a  new  name  written  in.  This  may  mean  that  the 
original  nominee  had  died  or  declined  to  serve,  or 
merely  that  the  voter  who  used  this  ballot  didn't 
want  to  vote  for  him.
